A TERRIBLE RAILROAD ACCIDENT. 


An Excursion Train Thrown Off the Track and 
Twenty Persons Killed, and as Many Wounded— 
A Sad Ending toa Boat Race—The Victor 
Supposed to be also Among the Dead. 


Special dispatch to The Constitution. 

Boston, October 9.—A single scull race at 
Silver Lake, between Patrick Regan of 
Boston, and M. F. Davis, of Portland, 
Maine, over acourse of four miles fora 
purse of $2,000, took place yesterday after- 
noon. Three to four thousand people were 
present. The betting wasa hundred to 
seventy in favor of Regan. The 
men took the water well, together 
with a rattling stroke of about 83. 

After proceeding about twenty strokes 
Regan gained a slight lead by quickening 
his stroke slightly. Atthe half mile dash 
he led by half a length, and continued until 
the end, winning the race by nine lengths 
ahead of Regan. Time, 28 minutes, six 
and three-quarter seconds. 

AN ACCIDENT ON THE WAY. 

Boston, October 8.—There was a serious 

accident this evening on the Old Colony 
railroad to the crowded excursion train re- 
turning from the Silver Lake rowing match 
Retween Ragan, of Boston, and Dayis of 
Portland. Twenty cars went off the track. 
It is rumored that forty-two persons were 
killed and “Ragan, the boatman,*fatally in- 
jured. 
_ Woxt.aston, Mass.,October 8.—The excur- 
sion train, consisting of hineteen cars and 
an English coach car, and a freight car, met 
with a terrible accident a mile and a half 
north of Quincy, Mass., about 7:15 p. m. 
The train was loaded with passengers com- 
ing from the Louis and Ragan boat race. 
The cause of the accident 
is attributed to jumping a 
switch or jumping the track. The three 
forward cars, including the English cab, 
which contained Reagan, the oarsmen, the 
reporters and the backers of the boatmen, 
were piled upon each other. Ragan is re- 
ported killed, and Mr. G.G. Kimball, of the 
associated press, is slightly bruised. It is 
impossible at present to give an estimate of 
the killed and wounded. It is thought that 
twenty were killed and double that num- 
ber were wounded.

Boston, October 9.—A dispatch received at 
the police headquarters rE the number 
killed at ten and injured at 150 in the rail- 
road accident. 

At midnight no intelligent account had 
been received, but it is known that at least

Charles H. Morgan, a son of the editor of 
the Express, was killed. Among the in- 
jured are Mrs. Beattie, wife of a Cambridge 
at builder; George G. Kimball, of the as- 
sociated press; Walter Safford, reporter of 
the Express; Mike Mahoney, of the Shaw- 
mut crew, and two of General Butler’s 
sons, who are reported seriously hurt. It is 
stated that James Flynn, manager of the 
Silver lake regatta, was fatally burt.

WASHINGTON, October 8.—The cabinet to- 
day considered the troubles in New Mexico, 
the result of which was a proclamation by 
the president warning all persons engaged 
in unlawful combination in New Mexico, 
especially in Lincoln county, to disperse 
and retire peaceably to their respective abodes 
on or before noon of the 13th inst. The 
secretary of war subsequently addressed a 
letter to General Sherman officially advising 
the latter of the _ president’s procla- 
mation, which the secretary says 
is preliminary to the employment of troops 
to preserve the peace and enforce the laws 
in case disturbances continue after the time 
named. The president directs that instruc- 
tions be given to the proper military offi- 
cer that after the time mentioned has ex- 

ired he will proceed to disperse by military 
force such unlawful combinations.. Gen. 
Sherman has accordingly instructed the 
brigadier general commanding the depart- 
ment of Missouri to enforce, if necessary, 
the conditions announced by the president.

One Man Killed and Another Seri- 
ously Wounded.

I won't hurt yeou,’’ About. this 
time McElroy opened the door, of the fac- 
tory and fired, and at the same _ time 
Robinson shot McElroy. The load of shot 
from McElroy’s gun lodged in the region of 
Robinson’s bladder, and Robinson’s shot 
went through the upper part of McElroy’s 
heart.

The order contains a 
list of the exceptions to the clause, but in 
this list no mention is made of authority 
to carry elections or subserve partizan 
purposes. The army may therefore be 
regarded as having been withdrawn from 
the excitements of active politics.

It an- 
ticipates the election of Judge Critcher 
in the first Virginia district, whom it 
hopes to see elected speaker by the com- 
bined. votes of nationals and radicals. In 
North Carolina such a fusion has been 
brought about ; but, says the Graphic, 
the nationals were compelled to first 
pledge themselves to sustain the republi- 
cams in securing the organization of the 
house if the nationals themselves cannot 
get it.

THE supreme court of appeals in Vir- 
ginia has just rendered a decision of 
wide interest. A negro and a white 
woman, domiciled in Virginia, went into 
the District of Columbia and were there 
married. They then returned to Virginia. 
The supreme court decides that such a 
marriage is an evasion of the statute law, 
which declares that all such marriages 
are absolutely void. The opinion is an 
elaborate one, reviewing the English and 
American decisions, and declaring that it 
is to the interést and proper development 
of both races, and in accordance with the 
pronounced public policy of the state, 
which has declared in its legislation for 
more than a century that marriage be- 
tween negroes and whites and the inter- 
mingling of the races should be prohib- 
ited by law. 


Not an | Issue. 

It is observable that precisely the same 
objections which a few—a very few—of 
the bogus greenbackers make against 
state bank currency are made by the 
hard-money organs against a government 
issue of greenbacks, and it must be ad- 
mitted that if the objections are valid in 
one instance they are in another. The 
hard-money men argue that the green- 
backs will not’ be received outside of the 
United States and some of the greenback- 
ers, jealous of any other species of curren- 
cy, say that state bank currency will not 
circulate outside the state. This is true, 
and this is precisely the sort of currency 
we need to supplement the issue of green- 
backs. No contingeney of financial em- 
barrassment at the north would then af- 
fect the people of the south, and no 
scarcity of federal currency would affect 
the commercial prosperity of the people 
of a state. But, after all, this is a mat- 
ter which we are willing to leave to 
the common sensé of those who will be 
chosen to represent us. It is not an issue 
in the present campaign at all, and the 
organs that endeavor to make it so merely 
make themselves ridiculous.

_ The remarkably able editor of the Chi- 
cago Inter-Ocean pretends to believe that 
we are somewhat exercised because the 
independents are endeavoring to control 
the negro vote. The editor of the Inter- 
Ocean is evidently making an effort to 
read between the tines; ‘but, fortunately, 
we do not write in riddles. When we 
state that the negro is a valuable auxiliary 
to the south, we mean precisely what we 
say. His vote not only protects him, but 
it is a weapon which we. ean 
turn upon those who. have. con- 
ceived it to be their duty to oppress 
us. We make no complaints. At this 
late day, with victory helping us over the 
rough places we can afford to be candid. 
We can afford to put ourselves in the 
place of those who have erected the 
machinery with which to humiliate us. 
The driving-wheel of that machinery was 
negro suffrage. Is it any wonder that, 
after practically capturing it, we should 
hesitate to say a word or two as to its per- 
fection and its power? The editer of the 
Inter-Ocean should not wilfully misun- 
derstand us. We hold simply that the 
leading negroes of the south have come to 
the conclusion that their race cannot pros- 
per either materially or politically unless 
the whites prosper; and they have 
learned, moreover, that the political status 
most beneficial to the whites of the south 
is precisely that which will be most ben- 
eficial to the blacks. Does the editor of 
the Inter-Ocean think the negroes are 
fools? Some of them are ignorant enough 
and prejudiced enough, but in Georgia, 
their leaders have long ago solved the 
problem which vexed their simple souls 
when freedom dawned upon them. In 
this state, at least, they are happy and 
reasonably well off. They are accumula- 
ting property, educating their children 
and joining with the whites in the 
effort to make the south the dominant 
election of the country. It is useless for 
the stalwarts tocry out. Fateis in our 
favor. The negro vote will yet be the 
means of giving to the south the power 
and the prestige she would have _pos- 
sessed if the horrible blank of the war 
between the states had never interrupted 
our history. We have learned some vyal- 
uable lessons. If the stalwarts will have 
a little patience they will behold the re- 
sult. They may not admire it, but they 
will be pow erless to ) stay the tide. 


The Anglo-Afghan War. 

The relations, commercial and other- 
wise, of Georgia withCabool orthe land of 
the Afghans were never very complicated ; 
and it may be well therefore to go over 
the ground more thoroughly than we oth- 
erwise would. Those of our readers who 
have traveled over the country or are on 
intimate terms with Shere Ali, ameer, 
will of course skip the geography and 
history in which we are about to in- 
dulge. 

Afghanistan is nearly a square, bound- 
ed on the east by British India, on the 
north by Turkestan from which it is sep- 
erated by the Hindoo Cush, an extension 
of the lofty Himalayas; on the east by 
Persia, and on the south by Beloochistan, 
a country of about equal size and similar 
shape, which rests upon the Arabian sea. 
The length of Afghanistan from north 
to south is nearly 450 miles; its breadth, 
470. It contains about five millions of 
people, and so does Beloochistan. We 
mention the latter because the Beloochee 
sirdars will probably, inthe event of a 
stubborn war, become the allies of the 
ameer. The Afghans are Mahommedans 
—about half civilized, and chiefly devo- 
ted to agriculture, which is of a greatly 
varied nature, on account of the differ- 
ences of elevation and water-distribution. 
The language of the people, the Pushtu, 
is allied to the Persian; but only ballads 
appear in the native language. The Per- 
sian is@mployed in prose composition, 
and the educated Afghans are familiar 
with Persian authors. 

The country is full of mountain ranges; 
and the chains that lie between the val- 
ley of the Indus in British India and the 
table lands of Afghanistan are of peculiar 
difficulty. These mountains are very 
lofty, and there are only three known 
passes. The one nearest the Hindoo 
Cush is the Khyber pass, in front of 
which isthe Punjaub city of Peshawur. 
Not far from the Kyhber pass is the Keo- 


it is of inferior importance because it 
does not lead toe the interior table lands. 
The third is the : Bolan pass, which leads 
through the Soliman mountains to the 
heart and capital of the country. Khy- 
ber pass is closed to the British, but the 
Bolan pass is, through the seizure of 
Quetjah, entirely in their control. Ali- 
musyid is an Afghan stronghold in the 
Khyber pass. 

The relations of England with Afghan- 
istan has never been very satisfactory. 
In 1838 Lord Auckland, then viceroy of 
India, sent General Elphinstone at the 
head of 16,000 troops, and nearly as many 
more camp followers into Afghanistan for 
the purpose of dethroning the able and 
popular ameer, Dost Mohammed, and 
putting in his place the British ally, 
Runjeet Singh. Only one man escaped 
to carry the tidings of annihilation to tbe 
commandant in the Bolan pass. Other 
forces were sent in the following year 
into the country untilits subjugation was 
considered complete; but in 1846 the Af- 
ghans formed an alliance with the Sikhs 
in the Punjaub, and it was only after sey- 
eral sanguinary engagements that Dost 
Mohammed was driven back over the 
Indus, Since the Sikh war the Afghans 
have remained tranquil, but there has 
been a constant feeling of jealousy to- 
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hat pass. The British hold this pass, but’ 


trite foiled. Negotiations have ‘been 
abaridoried, arid the massing’ of’ troops 
before the three passes indicates that war 
to the point of complete subjugation, if 


upon. 

This war is practically a war between 
England and Russia. ft is scarcely credi- 
ble that the ameer repulsed the British 
embassy without encouragement or offers 
of protection of some kind from Russia. 
Sorhé “would have as believe that it is 
simply a quarrel between the viceroy and 
the ameern but there could» be no 
greater mistake “than this. It is 
a part of the old fight’ for Asiatic 
trade and territory. And we are told 
that if England conquers and annexes 
Afghanistan and Betoochistan, Russia 
will seize the balance of Turkistan, which 
she does not- control; and then the two 
countries will be brought face to face in 
Asia. The body of Asia would then be 
held by Russia, England and the Chinese, 
and there would not be much left to an- 
nex, except Persia. Happily, nature has 
put the Hindoo Cush between Turkistan 
and both Afghanistan and the Punjaub, 
and Persia lies between the first named and 
Asia Minor.. From the Bosphorus to the 
Indus is disputed ground that England 
must control if she is to permanently re- 
tain her Indian possessions. The Afghan 
difficulty is but one phage of the long 
struggle against Russian diplomacy, 
money and arms that Beaconsfield has 
committed his country to by the 
terms of the Berlin treaty. Wheth- 
er- wisely or not no man can now deter- 
mine. Gladstone and his followers say 
no, but a majority of the British people, 
it is plain; sustain the dazzling but peril- 
ous policy of the premier. 

It is with great regret that we call the at- 
tention of our respected contemporary of 
the New York Evening Post to the fact that 
in the state of Connecticut, a few days ago, 
aman and a woman murdered a compan- 
ion and endeavored to sell the corpse. 
They placed the:bedy in a barrel, and the 
woman offered:it to Dr Leonard J. Sanford, 
a professor of Yale college.

This was a bill filed by the complainants 
against the defendants’ fo ‘récdteér® the pos- 
session of certain described lands on the al- 
legations contained therein. On the trial of 
the case the jury, under the charge of the 
court, found a verdict in favor of the defend- 
ants. A motion was made for a new trial on 
the grounds contained therein, which was 
overruled, and the complainants excepted. 
The controlling question in this case is, 
whether the complainants’ right to recover 
the land sued for was barred by the statute 
of limitations, it being in the nature of an 
equitable action of ejectment.
